SUPPLEMENTAL RESPONSE 


Sir: 


Applicant submits this Supplemental Response to the Final Office Action ("Final 
Office Action") mailed July 28, 2004. A Response ("Response") to the Final Office Action was 
previously mailed by Applicant on October 26, 2004. 

At the outset, Applicant asks that lines 5-9 of page 4 of the Response be 
amended as follows: 


In contrast, Rosen has no such requirement since Pintar Rosen does 
not teach disconnecting the telephone line to prevent unauthorized 
calls. On the other hand, the apparatus of Rosen requires a dialer or 
audio oscillator to generate tones in order to produce the interference 
for preventing unauthorized calls. (See, Rosen, Abstract) In contrast, 
Rosen Pintar has no such requirement since it Pintar does not teach 
using interference to prevent unauthorized calls.
